CHAPTER 


AIA LAS VEGAS 
PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 
Curt Carison, AIA, LEED AP 


A couple of months ago | was extolling the virtues of getting out and seeing the 
world. I'm going to turn 180° for this month and stay home. Last week | had one 
of those rare occasions where | got to be a tourist in Las Vegas. It's good to 
sightsee with out-of-towners and hear their perspective on some of the things 
we take for granted. 


This time around my brother and sister-in-law were in town without the kids. 
Starting with the “off-strip" attractions, | force all my guests to go through the 
architectural tour of the valley so they can see that we really are “normal.” People are naturally amazed 
at the amount of growth, the extent of growth and unfortunately the sameness of the growth. They were 
amazed at the quality, technology and design of new school facilities. They were in awe of the design, 
landscape, streetscape and parks of the masterplanned communities; amenities lacking in most 
mid-west suburbs. They reveled in the number of Starbucks in all the strip centers; the gas stations and car 
wash on every corner and the magnitude of the church campuses. They completely understood the lack 
of turf in yards and by the end of the trip were criticizing the homes we drove past that had turf. So far, 
they were pretty darned impressed with the living conditions, especially pointing out the lack of state 
income tax and low property taxes. 


| did plan ahead for the entertainment attractions, mainly because there were a few things | wanted to 
do on the strip. The week and weekend of the second through the eighth was the Three Square 
Restaurant Week. Basically, that was an incredible opportunity to eat in about 40 of the most exclusive 
restaurants in town (actually in the country) for a flat $50.07 for a three-course meal. (The highlight of the 
restaurants | went to was hands-down - Bradley Ogden.) After dinner was a-show-a-night. Believe it or 
not, there were still two people in the country that had never seen “Phantom” before last Friday. (| saw it 
for my third time — first time in Las Vegas). The next night was another 180 and we saw “Love.” Again, there 
are still people in the world that have never seen a Cirque show. The next day we were scientific and 
went to “Bodies.” The point of this is- where else in the world can you see the variety and caliber of shows 
we have here on such a consistent basis? Again — totally awestruck tourists. 


Somewhere in between all of this we managed to stumble into the MTV Video Music Awards at the 
Palms. Admittedly, | was a little out of touch for that one. Walking the red carpet, watching the interviews, 
the hype, the limos, the antics and the general mayhem in the crowd kept them amused for hours. 


By the time they left, they thought | was pretty lucky to be living here and having so many opportunities 
and options. Unfortunately, they also left thinking that | live like that all the time. So maybe | do need to 
take advantage of what we have here and really appreciate some of the stuff | take for granted. 


USE YOUR AIA 


How often have you seen an architect's name in the newspaper, or heard them interviewed on radio, 
and noticed that they did not use the “AIA” designation with their name? That “AIA” (and “Associate 
AIA") designation is a powerful asset for AIA members, and they should insist that it be used with their 
names anytime they are interviewed, quoted, acknowledged or involved in any public recognition. 
That “AIA” designation actually speaks volumes about who you are and what you stand for. It 
announces to the public that you are a licensed professional who upholds the highest standards of 
ethics and professional practice. 


When you are called upon by the media....whether it's an interview, to be quoted on a particular 
subject or any civic involvement... tell the writer, or announcer or editor that the AIA designation must 
be included with your name. Don't be afraid to explain to them that the AIA designation is a 
professional recognition that helps the public to know and understand your professional qualifications 
as an architect. 


Other professionals — doctors, attorneys, contractors - make this request and are very careful to include 
their professional designations with their names. So, It means you are a member of the 
American Institute of Architects and that you are dedicated to providing quality design, safeguarding 
the public and improving the built environment. When you use that AIA after your name, you are not 
only proclaiming your own professional status and qualifications, you are also supporting and elevating 
the whole profession. 


The American Institute of Architects was founded in 1857. For the last century and a half the AIA has 
provided education, government advocacy, community development and public outreach activities, 
and has endeavored to create an environment that is responsive to the people it serves. As members 
of the AIA, more than 80,000 licensed architects and associated professionals express their commitment 
to quality design and livability in our communities throughout the country. The Las Vegas Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects — AIA Las Vegas — was established in 1956, and has served the Las 
Vegas community for over fifty years.

CHAPTER NEWS 


NEW AIA DOCUMENTS - NEW NUMBER DESIGNATIONS 


In November, AIA National will launch nearly 50 new and revised documents. The last major release of 
AIA's flagship documents occurred in 1997, and since that time AIA documents have enjoyed 
unprecedented usage in the marketplace. They have defined the relationship of the parties involved 
in construction projects; their provisions have been tested in the legal system and many comments, 
questions and suggestions have been received from individual users and from AIA partners in the 
construction industry. However, in the last ten year period the construction industry has evolved and 
the AIA recognized that the documents also needed to evolve in order to remain current. Therefore, 
the AIA began a process approximately four years ago to consult and collaborate with more than a 
dozen industry liaison groups for the purpose of publishing the most comprehensive documents and 
forms in response to current industry practices. 


The public announcement of the availability of the 2007 documents will be made on November 5, 2007. 
Full Service Distributors have been contacted early and should have their supply of the new documents 
ready for sale by the November date. 


The documents that are involved include 12 A-series documents, including A-201, General Conditions 
for the Contract for Construction; 22 B-series documents; 5 C-series documents; 1 E-series document; 5 
G-forms and 5 commentaries. 


Both paper format and electronic documents will be published an released simultaneously. For the first 
time, paper documents will not expire on the date of release but may continue to be used for a full 
18-month transitional period the same as electronic documents. 


In addition to the new and updated documents, the numbering system for the documents has been 
updated. Consequently, all new documents will have new numbers. Most will retain the original 
number with “2007” replacing the 1997 date, however, some will be completely re-numbered as in the 
B-series where, for instance, the B-151, 1987 will become the B-104-2007.

MAYOR GOODMAN ANNOUNCES THE ACCEPTANCE OF 
UNION PARK INTO THE PILOT PROGRAM FOR LEED FOR 
NEIGHBORHOOD DEVELOPMENT 


Las Vegas Mayor Oscar B. Goodman and Steve Rypka, member, board of 
directors, U.S. Green Building Council - Nevada Chapter, announce today 
the acceptance of Union Park into the LEED for Neighborhood 
Development pilot program developed by the U.S. Green Building Council 
(USGBC). Union Park is the 61l-acre, mixed-use master-planned urban 
center currently under development on land owned by the city of Las 
Vegas in the heart of downtown. Union Park is the only project in Las Vegas 
participating in this national pilot program. 


The LEED for Neighborhood Development rating system integrates the 
principles of smart growth, urbanism, and green building into the first 
national rating system for neighborhood design. The program is a 
collaboration between the U.S. Green Building Council, the Congress for 
the New Urbanism (CNU), and the Natural Resources Defense Council 
(NRDC). 


“We are pleased to be a part of the LEED for Neighborhood Development 
pilot program, particularly as Union Park is the only such Las Vegas project 
announced to date,” said Las Vegas Mayor Oscar B. Goodman. “Union 
Park is a development whose time has come in Las Vegas.It is playing a 
central role in the revitalization of downtown Las Vegas and by embracing 
environmentally sound development practices, is forging new ground for 
‘green’ neighborhood development in our valley. 


According to Rita Brandin, vice president and development director for 
Newland Communities, the national real estate development firm retained 
by the city of Las Vegas to act as development manager for Union Park, 
the 10-million-square-foot, mixed-use project is creating an in-town culture, 
entertainment, working and living environment on currently unused 
railroad lands. “Not only will Union Park embrace environmentally sensitive 
development practices going forward, it embodies the very essence of 
land recycling,” she said. 


The LEED for Neighborhood Development rating system evaluates 
communities on criteria related to smart location and linkage to the 
community at large; neighborhood pattern and design; green 
construction and technology; and water and energy conservation. It is a 
tool to help planners and developers create communities that not only 
protect the environment, but also address important public health issues 
such as physical activity, traffic accidents, respiratory illnesses, and 
affordable housing. The LEED certification process includes independent, 
third-party verification that a development's design, construction and 
performance meet accepted high standards for environmentally 
responsible, sustainable, development. 


The pilot program is expected to conclude in 2008. Based on feedback 
gathered during the pilot, the rating system will be revised to improve its 
effectiveness and applicability to the marketplace. The revised rating 
system will then be balloted according to USGBC's consensus process and 
undergo approval by CNU and NRDC. 


“Communities can play a tremendous role in mitigating global climate 
change,” said Rick Fedrizzi, President, CEO & Founding Chair, U.S. Green 
Building Council. “Buildings and the infrastructure that surround them are 
major sources of carbon dioxide and other greenhouse gas emissions. The 
LEED for Neighborhood Development program will enable us to make 
efficient use of our natural resources and design communities that make 
an immediate, positive impact on our planet.”

At the 
same time, rewarding a project that is does not include sustainability can no longer be called good 
design.

Masters in Energy Efficient Building and a Doctorate from Oxford Brooke 
University. He has developed an innovative GlS-based domestic energy 
carbon-counting and carbon-reduction model (DECORUM), the working of which has been widely 
reported in academic journals, leading exhibitions, conferences and newspapers. DECORUM is now 
being further developed as a toolkit for carbon emission reduction planning for use by UK loca 
authorities. Dr Gupta has recently been part of the Oxford Solar Initiative, a project to encourage more 
people to reduce their carbon emissions resulting in 450 energy efficiency measures and 80 new sola 
hot water systems in Oxford homes; the EC-funded SHADA project to promote sustainable buildings by 
creating a web-based sustainable design advisory service; and a Government-funded adaptatior 
project assessing adaptation responses to climate change for new developments in growth areas. D 
Gupta has published widely in this area and has co-authored a book, Closing the loop: benchmarks fo 
sustainable buildings (2004), RIBA publications Ltd. He also developed the Climate Change Action Plar 
for the City of Oxford in 2005 and is currently writing The Carbon Counting Handbook for Buildings anc 
Cities.
